Noncompetitive Examinations In Bu- 


reau Are Described as Mere Farces 
by Gillett of Massachusetts, Who 
Presents Amendment — Congress- 
man From Arkansas Says It Is a 
Good 
Thing 
Representatives Do 


Not Havs to Take Exarr.i.-.at'cn." 


Washington, Dec. 10—Actual busi- 


ness was tho order of the day in the 
house of representatives, considera- 
tion of the bill to provide for the 
thirteenth, and subsequent decennial 
censuses, -which, had been partially 
discussed at last session, being re- 
sumed. Discussion of the bill led to 
n discussion of the civil service. This 
came up on an amendment offered 
by Mr. Gillett of Massachusetts, the 
effect of which would be to exclude 
from the noncompetitive examination 
required as the basis of appointment 
messengers, 
assistant 
messengers, 


messenger boys, watchmen, unskilled 
laborers and charwomen. Mr. Gillett 
took occasion to condemn the present 
plan of appointing clerks in the cen- 
sus office by noncompetitive examina- 
tion. "These examinations," he said, 
'•ought to be competitive, and not 
mere farces." 


The system of appointments pre- 


vailing heretofore, and which -it is 
proposed to continue, of determining 
the fitness of an applicant and then 
leaving it to the judgment of the di- 
rector of the census to make the se- 
lection regardless of the ratings ob- 
tained, was defended, by Mr. Crum-1 
packer 
of 
Indiana, who remarked 


that the various civil service reform 
associations did not know what they 
were talking about when they want- 
ed the temporary census clerks ap- 
pointed in the regular way. Mr. Gil- 
lett said that the noncompetitive ex- 
aminations simply were a return to 
"the old spoils system." 


Mr. Robinson (Ark.) in opposing 


the amendment, vehemently declared 
that the ''spoils system" had obtained 
in large degree in the days of An- 
drew Jackson, "and has obtained in 
large degree during the administra- 
tion of Theodore Roosevelt."
